NOTES FROM THE ANNUAL 


MEETING OF THE 
ALBERTA WHEAT POOL 


The past year has been one of mark- 
‘d progress for the Alberta Wheat 
?ool. The annual report shows an 
ncrease in membership during the 
ear of 6,819. Total membership at 
October 31st, 1929, was 40,915 with 
625,309 acres under contract. 

The cost, of operating the Alberta 
Nheat Pool during the past year was 
1 little over half a cent a bushel, or 
1 total of $349,068.89. The handl- 
ngs of wheat totalled 67,444,356 bus- 
hels. 

The delegates assembled at the an- 
ual meeting expressed themselves 
ts opposed to a campulsory pool 
»y an overwhelming vote. A. resolu- 
ion was passed making the objective 
of the voluntary pool 100 per cent of 
he grain growers of the province and 
irging that every effort be made to 
attain that desired end. 

The report of the Central Selling 
Agency showed the carryover from 
the 1928 crop year to be a little over 
48 million bushels of wheat. The 
Canadian Pool ,handled 253,102,585 
busehls of wheat during the 1928-29 
crop year, Of this total 108, 140, 608

George MclIvor, sales manager of the 
Canadian Wheat Pool, in his report to 
the delegates stated that the Pool’s 
operations during the past year had 
undoubtedly prevented ,serious mar. 
ket slumps, that the wheat yield in 
the world for the 1928 crop was a re- 
cord for all time and British grain 
merchants were of the opinion that 
wheat should be selling on’ the basis 
of 90 cents at Winnipeg. 

Director J, Jease Strang submitted 
a report recommending that the Pool 
do not go into the flour milling busi- 
ness, A resolution was carried sug- 
gesting that the flour milling commit- 
tee continue its investigations and that 
the matter be tabled until the Poo’ 
had completed its elevator building 
Program. 

The feeling of the delegates meet- 
ing was that in view of the short 
crop this year the Pool should operate 
as economically as possible but that 
the efficiency of ‘the organization 
should not be impaired through falsa 
economy, The Alberta Wheat Poo! 
operates at a less expense than the 
Department of Militia and Defence at 
Ottawa,

Alberta Weed Board 
Advise Chlorates 
As Weed Destroyer 


At a meeting of the Alberta Ad- 
visory Weed Board held in Edmonton 
recently, a comprehensive report was 
presented by W. G. Smith who, under 
the supervision of Mr,.W. J. Stephen, 
has been in charge » exhaustive 
series of +xperimenis Tur the Depart- 
ment. These were conducted at var- 
ious points in the province the past 
season to determine the effectiveness 
of a number of the chemical weed 
killers which have been placed on the 
market. After hearing this report and 
as a result of their own experiences 
along this line, the memers of the 
Board unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution which may be con- 
sidered the official statement of the 
Department of Agriculture on this 
question; 

“BE IT RESOLVED that we as 
members of the Alberta | Advisory 
Weed Board, after reviewing the series 
of experiments conducted during the 
past season by the Department of 
Agriculture, go on record as being 
of the opinion that certain chemicals 
which are now on the market in this 
province have a definite value as a 
control measure in checking the spread 
of noxious weeds. 

We are further of the opinion that 
so far as can be determined by these 
experiments, those chemicals which 
contain chlorates as the active prin- 
ciple are more effective than those of 
which the active principle is one of 
the sulphates, nitrates or chlorides 
We feel that the use of chemicals 
containing chlorates can be recom- 
mended as a control measure on 
patches of perennial weeds where cul- 
tivation is difficult, or on patches 
found on ditch banks, around lakes, on 
road allowances, and in general on 
wrate places where cultivation is im- 
possible.. We are of the opinion 
however, that where thorough cultiva- 
tion can be carried out,, the use of 
chemical weed destroyer is more ex- 
pensive and less effective.” 

The National Research Council of 
Canada has agreed to undertake the 
direction of experimental work in 
connection with the whole matter of 
Chemical Weed Destroyers, The De-

New Radio Experiment 


Milking Test Tried With Guernsey 
Cows Was Successful 

There seems to be no end to the 
remarkable stunts being tried with 
cows. It wasn't more than two 
months ago that we heard of the 
1,200-mile hike to the National Da'ry 
Exposition which two Ayrshire cows 
were taking. Now the Guernsey 
breed breaks into the headlines with 
an experiment whereby three Guern- 
sey cows were milked by radio. 

“Only cows with sense enough to 
operate a radio set will be in demand 
by future dairymen,” the news an- 
nouncement says. “If a cow hasn't 
education enough to tune in on its 
owner’s little broadcasting station 
when it comes milking time, it might 
as well pack up its lunch and start 
for the nearest butcher shop. 

“Three Guernsey cows were led 
into a hotel in Racine, Wisconsin, 
connected to a milking machine, and 
the machine started by an electrical 
impulse sent from a_ broadcasting 
station some distance away. One cow 
donated 75 pounds of milk by way of 
radio, With such a system a farmer 
could load his portable broadcasting 
set into a car‘and go fishing for a 
week, h's only care being to remem- 
ber to press the milking machine but- 
ton night and morning. Another but- 
ton might call the chickens, and crow 
like a rooster if necessary. Another 
button could be added to feed the 
pigs, throw down hay, and water the 
sheep. St'll another button might be 
attached for winding the clock and 
putting the cat out at the proper 
time, 

"If science continues to advance, 
by 1950 a farmer can quit agricul- 
ture ‘and go into the electrical button 
business on a large scale. 

In all seriousness, the above inci- 
dent opens our minds to wonder at 
the great developments in science as 
applied to farm practices which may 
take place in the next few decades. 
We have only to consider the ad- 
vancement in electrical usage, in air 
transportation, in the radio, and vari- 
ous other fields, to realize that we 
may live to see in actual farm prac- 
tice what may seem impractical and 
even almost impossible now.

May Export Gas To United States 


Alternative Proposition Is To Convey 
Surplus Gas From Alberta To 
Saskatchewan Points 

While the special federal commis- 
sion invest'gating the problem of dis- 
posing of the enormous surplus of 
Turner Valley natural gas has not yet 
reported, intimations are being broad- 
cast that the report will favor export 
of the surplus to United States points 
south of the international border in 
Montana, 

If the commission reports to that 
effect, there is sure to be an uot- 
cry from cities in Saskatchewan 
which are looking anxiously for a 
supply of natural gas from over the 
Alberta border, , 

The nearest market on the Ameri- 
can side of the line is Great Falls, 
Montana, some 100 miles south of 
the end of the natural gas line from 
Calgary to Bow Island. Oil com- 
panies and gas companies producing 
natural gas who wish to market it 
argue that this is much closer than 
any possible market in Saskatchewan. 

On the other hand, it is known 
that the Roth interests are drilling 
for gas in the Cypress Hills on the 
Alberta-Saskatchewan border line. 
Already one big flow has been struck 
there. If sufficient field is uncovered 
{t is the intention of Roth and his as- 
sociates to construct a 300-mile pipe 
line*to Swift Current, Moose Jaw and 
Regina. This is not an excessive dis- 
tance as the total mileage of the Cal- 
gay-Turner Valley-Bow Island sys- 
tem is already more than 200 miles. 


Another factor is that if the gas} 


line were constructed from Cypress 
Hills to Moose Jaw and Regina, the 
Turner Valicy surplus could then eas- 
ily be used as another link of only 
about 40 miles between Cypress Hills 
and Foremost would tie in the pro- 
posed Saskatchewan gas distribution 
system with the existing.

Mementoes Of James Watt 


Contents Of Garret Workshop Aro In 
Kensington Museum 

James Watt, the famous mechani- 
cian, inventor and civil engineer, was 
born at Greenock, Scotland, in 1736, 
and died in Birmingham, Eng., in 
1819. It is not generally known that 
the contents of his garret workshop 
are in the Science Museum at South 
Kensington, London, England. 
garret was used by Watt in his house 
in Birmingham, and was shut up for 
thirty years after his death, Various 
descriptions of the open'ng of the 
garret, in 1853, are given in a pamph- 
let issued by the Museum. Samuel 
Smiles, who wag, one of the party, re- 
corded that ‘The ashes of the last fire 
were in the grate, the last bit.of coal 
was in the scuttle.

| that only one-third of the tree cut 
in the Br tish Columbie forest is user 
commercially, any process which 
|might turn the waste wood into use- 
|ful products is worthy of examina- 
tion. 

The average B.C, fir stump, now 
an obstruction to civilization, has 
within itself a whole storehouse of 
useful materials. A wood expert has | 
shown that if a fir stump were put 
through a process of distillation, 
the products which might be taken 
from it include: Charcoal, tar, pyro- 
'ligneous acid and gas. These four 
i 
groups may be further broken up to 
include some seventy-five by-pro- 
ducts, including methyl alcohol, ace- 
|tic acid, formic acid, hydrogen, 
| phenol, creosol and toluene. 
| The chemistry of wood is a field

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Restoring the Dead To Life 


Australian Scientist Exhibits Re- 
markable Device At Medical 
Congress 

An Australian scientist has exhib- 
ited a device before the Sydney Medi- 
cal Congress which has restored 
persons apparently dead, Curiously 
enough, it is a needle which stimu- 
lates the heart muscles with electric- 
ity, Whether that will help lead to 
the solution of life in terms of elec- 
tricity remains to be seen. 

Death, science now teaches us, is 
an accident to life. Body cells, it has 
been shown, can be kept alive in- 
definitely. Again the electricity par- 
allel, for evidently death comes as a 
short circuit from the so-far intang- 
fble conductors in the human body. 

But in a few years they may not be 
intangible. Radio researches have 
led to a development where the ace 
tion of nerves can be registered. 
With that approach via electricity, it 
is only a matter of time till their 
energy can be computed in mathe- 
matical terms. 

Thence, if results are indicated, the 
research continues into the dispenser 
of this energy which means life; into 
the “power house” relations of the di- 
gestive functioM, the metabolic pro- 
cesses, the heart, brain, glands and 
spinal nerve bases. Specialists in these 
various functions have made amazing 
discoveries, To correlate these discov- 
eries may lead to something more 
amazifig.

Where To Locate 
Dinosaur Remains 


Geologist Tells Of Best Places in 
Saskatchewan To Search 


Where are remans of prehistoric 
animals likely to be found in Sas- 
katchewan? The question is suggest- 
ed by the recent find’ng of the skull 
of a triceratops by Charles M. Stern- 
berg, of the Canadian Geological Sur- 
vey, on the banks of Rocky Creek, in 
the Wood Mountain district, in South- 
ern Saskatchewan. 

“The principal formation in which 
remains of the dinosaurs including 
triceratops are found,” says Profes- 
sor F, H. Edmunds, of the Depart- 
ment of Geology, at the University of 
Saskatchewan, “are the Belly River 
beds laid down in inland lakes. 

“These extend into Saskatchewan 
from Alberta, from Artland in the 
north to Walsh in the south, and ex- 
tend eastwards nearly to Rosetown. 
In many places they are overla'd by 
glacial deposits in which these fossils 
would not be found, 

“Following the deposition of the 
Belly River beds, marine conditions 
set in and much of Saskatchewan was 
covered by the sea and muds, called 
Pierre shale, were deposited. 

“Uplift of the land followed with a 
return to dry land condit’ons in which 
dinosaurs could live, and some re- 
mains are found preserved in the 
sediments which were deposited in 
jlakes and the triceratops of Mr. 
Sternberg is placed in this strata. 

“Although dry land and inland lake 
conditions continued, the dinosaurs 
d’ed out, and the time of their ex- 
tinction marks the end of the cretac- 
eous periods. Sed'ments deposited 
after this belong to the tertiary per- 
fod and are represented in Saskatch- 
ewan by the coal-bearing beds of the 
Estevan and Wood Mountain country 
which do not contaii dinosaur re- 
mains,”

Goods To All Parts Of Empire 

Vanoouver Exhibit’on Association 
has gone on record as being favorable 
to the establishment of a system of 
Emp're industries fairs thoughout the 
British Empire as a means of elim'n- 
ating unemployment not only in Great 
| Britain but throughout the Brit.sh 
Empire. 

The decision was the result of sev- 
eral reports submitted by General 
Manager J. K. Matheson, who re- 
cently returned from Great Britain, 

Mr. Leek, president, endors'ng the 
proposal, declared that the holding of 
fairs in Britain was rather like “car- 
ry ng coals to Newcastle.” 

“What then is the use of holding 
Empire industries fairs in London, 
when the people to whom the goods 
should be sold, live in Canada, Aus- 
tral'a, New Zealand, West Indies and 
so on,” said Mr. Leek. ‘We are ad- 
vocating an Empire building for Van- 
couver because we believe the mass 
of the people, see'ng British goods, 
properly displayed, would buy them.

Thousands Of Wonderful Specimens 
Found In Northern Alaska 
Another chapter in present-day 
knowledge of a “golden age", of Es- 
kimo culture, more than a thousand 
years old but newly discovered, has 
been added by Henry B. Collins, Jr., 


| Smithsonian scientist, on his return 
products. Why cou!d not the British | 


from a five-month exp'oration of 
Northern Alaska. Buried in an arti- 
ficial “mesa” of refuse, bult up 20 
feet in the centuries of existence of a 
thriving village in the south east end 
of St. Lawrence Island, he found rich 
material of the most ancient and 
highly developed Eskimo culture 
known. 

Thousands of specimens of ivory 


and bone implements, weapons, 
ornaments, pottery, and wooden 
artifacts were also found. Centur’es 


ago a village had been reared on the 
flat tundra of the beach, he said, and, 
as kitchen refuse accumulated, old 
dwellings were abandoned and new 
ones raised on the artificial founda- 
tion. How long the process kept up 
no one knows. The ‘‘mesa,” now froz- 
en solidly for its total depth, grew 
higher until, in 1878 and 1879, famine 
and epidemic wiped out the native 
population. 

Through the 20-feet layer the scien- 
tist traced the old culture, an art dis- 
covered in 1826 by Dr. Ales Hrdl'cks, 
noted Smithsonian anthropologist, 
and Diamond Jenness, of the National 
Museum of Canada, 

Implements and ornaments are dis- 
tinguished by graceful, sweep'ng lines 
of decorat'on, an art that makes mod- 


}ern Eskimo work mechanical in com- 


parison. Some objects are so old 
that their use is unknown to the pres- 
ent-day native. “It is a peculiar and 
rich culture,’ Collings said, ‘strange 
because the farther back we drive, 
the richer it gets.

A country possessed of the vast extent and great variety of natural 
resources which stretch east and west across Canada from sea to sea, and 
north and south from the international boundary line to the Pole, has a 
responsiblity not only to its own people but to the world at large. The 
heritage with which nature has endowed the Canadian people is one of the 
richest, if indeed not the richest, on this globe. It consists of some of the 
greatest fisheries in the world, the greatest forests, the greatest water- 
powers, tens of millions of acres of the most fertile agricultural lands, while 
hidden below the surface and in the rocks lies what is now being recognized 
as probably the world’s greatest store of mineral wealth,—coal, iron, nickel, 
gold, silver, copper, zinc, tin, asbestos, and scores of other minerals required 
for the use of mankind. 


Save, and except some of the more precious stones, and those things 
which are alone the product of tropical countries, Canada enjoys possession 
of practically everything needed to build up and maintain the great indus- 
tries of this and future ages. Possession of such a storehouse of wealth 
imposes a great responsibility on this Dominion, but it also presents a great 
opportunity. 

How are the Canadian people developing these enormous reservoirs of 
potential wealth? What are they doing with them? While the country was 
still young, sparsely settled, and the people comparatively poor, the trees of 
the forests were cut down and shipped abroad as logs, rough sawn lumber 
and pulpwood. But now Canada is the largest paper manufacturing 
country in the world, and the producer of much fine furniture. 


for years Canada’s great tonnage of nickel, copper and zinc ores was 
shipped to other lands to be refined and manufactured for use in industry; 
now huge refineries are being established in which these ores will be pro- 
cessed at home. While, owing to its enormous grain production, Canada is 
and will long continue to be a big exporter of wheat, this country has 
forged rapidly ahead in the industry of milling, sending the finest flour in 
ever increasing quantities into the markets of the world. 

A similar story can be told of the development and use being made of 
othcr of our natural resources. There is this, however, to consider. Some of 
Canada's mineral wealth is of low grade, and much of its value results 
from the fact of its ensrmous quantiy, as, for example, the lignite coal of 
the west. So, too, the large iron deposits of Ontario are difficult and ex- 
pensive to work for commercial use. But are we, for these reasons, to 
neglect them and abandon the wealth they might bring to Canada, and lose 
the benefits which rightly developed they would confer upon the Dominion? 
These very difficulties are a challenge to the people of Canada. They 
a test as to our fitness to be entrusted with the heritage which is ours.

wealth for our country. Perhaps this was natural, even inevitable, in a young 
country, But that day is passed if Canada is to be true to itself. 

The Dominion Government, the Ontario Government, several huge 
corporations, universities, and private individuals of wealth, are, in the 
ageregate, providing millions for research work; the most modern buildings 
aud laboratories and the finest equipment are be'ng provided. Already im- 
portant results have been achieved. It is confidently believed that a type of 
ru: t resistant wheat has been developed, while the National Research Council 
has demonstrated where science is greater than tariffs and trade commis- 
sioners when it comes to developing trade. An Ottawa despatch tells how it 
has re-established Canadian magnesite on the markets of the world. 

Magnesite {s used in furnaces or other places where great heat is 
required, It came originally from Austria, but the war gave Canada a 
chance and deposits in Quebec were developed. After the war Austria came 
back, deposits were found in California, and the United States tariff shut 
Canada out of that market.

The sclent'sts of the Council developed new production methods and today 
Canadian magnesite has not only got its markets back but is beating the 
California product in the United States, where it commands a higher price 
now because of its better quality. 

A similar story can be told about a Saskatchewan clay-work'ng plant. It 
was steadily losing money. Then the Saskatchewan Government stepped in, 
and Professor Worcester, of the University of Saskatchewan, was assigned 
to the problem. He discovered a proper mixture of clays, w'th the result 
that the plant in question is now making money, has enlarged its build'ngs 


and added to its equipment, and is today supplying a large proportion of |

Scientific research has great things in store for a country Hke Canada. 


It costs time and money to prosecute it intensively, but ‘it will repay a| 
hundredfold. The Canadian people should not regard it as a hobby, or a fad, 


but a sound business proposition, and be prepared to support their Govern- 
ments and scientific bodies.in largely extending the scope of such research.

When the automobile began” coming into use 25 or 30 years ago, it was 
looked upon as a luxury for the rich, another means of providing for their 
entertainment and catering to their enjoyment, but not to be regarded as a 
new means of transportation for the great masses of the people.

had to depend largely on United States stations. 

All this is now changed, and this year Canada is being favored with | 
Dominion-wide broadcasts, sponsored by large Canadian corporations, equal | 
in every respect to the best that is presented in the United States. These 
Canadian programmes are now available several nights every week and the 
finest symphony orchestras and artists of the large Eastern Canadian cities 
can be heard in Western Canada homes. Not only so, but some of the out- |

Americn Surgeon May Throw Light 
On Eternal Quest For Youth 

Man's eternal quest for youth held 
the attention of a group of surgeons 
attending the American College of 
Surgeon's clinic recently, after Dr. 
V. D. Lespenasse, Chicago, demon- 
started a new form of rejuvenation 


‘operation. Although the college has, 


not given official sanction to this type | 
of surgery, the operation is causing 
comment. 

Phlebophlebostomy, meaning ‘‘vein 
to vein” in the surgeon’s vernacular, 
forms the basis of Dr. Lespenasse’s 
new techique. The surgeon joins 
certain veins in the lower abdomen, 
causing the blood to follow a differ- 
ent course and thus, it is claimed, 
revitalizing the glands. The opera- 
tion does not involve the transplant- 
ing of glands or the use of glandular 
extracts, 

Dr. Lespenasse, in 1922, performed | 
a rejuvenation upon Harold F. Mc- | 
Cormick, prominent Chicagoan. 
The surgeon said that his method had | 
passed the experimental stage and | 
has been used on many patients.. 

Dr. William» A. Osborne, Mel- 
bourne, Austral'a, dean of the faculty 
of medicine and chaiiman of the can- 
cer research committee of the Uni- 
versity of Melbourne, was amongst 
those awarded honorary fellowships.

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Far North Is Favored 

Air Mail Rates To Arctic Cheaper On 
Continent 

To Canada’s far northern outposts, 

Aklavik and Herschel Island, once 


absolutely remote from communica- 
tion of any kind during the long, 


, white months of winter, aeroplanes, 


manned by aces of treacherous aerial 
trails, soon will be winging their way 
on regular schedule, carrying to the 
trader, hunter and trapper, mall and 
merchandise from the ‘outside’ and 
returning speedily with the products 
of the great wilderness — furs — for 
the world markets. 

Commenting on the proposed aerial 
service, which is scheduled to start 
with the departure of the first 'plane 
from Edmonton on November 26 
northward bound, Thomas Bower, 
postmaster in Winnipeg, points out 
the new air-mail parcel rates will be 
the cheapest service of the kind in 
America, There is, of course, no 
competitive service to consider and 
this is the paramount factor in the 
low rate. It will be cheaper to send 


composite samples for grading pur- \@ parcel from Winnipeg to Herschel 
;Island by air than from Toronto or 


Montreal. The rates range from 50 
cents per pound to Fort Providence 
to $1.00 per pound to Herschel, as

Of New Water Route 
For the Canadian West 


Toronto.—A vivid word picture of 
Canada's new northwest development 
and a vision of great strides in trans- 
portation by air, land and sea that 
would centre about Churchill in 
northern Manitoba, marked the ad- 
dress of John W. Dafoe, managing 
editor and vice-president of the Mani- 
toba Free Press, before the Empire 
Club here. 

Speaking at-the club luncheon at 
the Royal York Hotel, Mr. Dafoe told 
of new developments in Canadian 
transportation through the utilizat'on 
of the northwest passage. With 
Churchill as the terminus of the new 
water route, a saving in freight rates 
and distance would be effected and

With the growth of the great 
northern artery stretching west- 
ward to the Pacific as new discoveries

one another, he foresaw a net work 
of air lanes leading to Europe and 
Asia with Churchill as the greatest 
junction point on the North American 
continent. As direct results of the 
new water route, Mr. Dafoe visioned 
m'ghty shipments of grain moving 
through the northwest passage to-the 
old world and return cargoes of Welsh 
anthracite coal that would find ready 
markets 500 miles,from Hudson Bay 
and would climinate importation of 
Pennsylvania anthracite. 

Resumption of Canada's cattle 
trade with Great Britain, he stated 
may be brought about by the new 
route, where there would be a saving 
of 1,200 miles as against the Montreal 
route. “We have lost our cattle trade 
with Great Britain,” he said, “and we 
may be shut out of the United 
States.” 

All importations into western 
Canada, he pointed out, could come 
via the new route to the carrying 
capacity of that route during 
season. Great developments would 
also be effected in the Peace River 
district, ‘which will be nearer Liver- 
pool by the new route than via the 
Pacific.”

MacAlpine Party 


Winnipeg.—A lone ace of northland 
flyers made a treacherous 200-mile 
flight to Fort Resolution, on Great 
Slave Lake, in the Northwest Terri- 
tories, bringing the first word of the 
MacAlpine explorers to have been re- 
ceived in ten days. 

Alone, Andy Cruickshanks, pilot in 
the aerial relief expedition, under 
the command of Captain Guy 38. 
Blanchet, arrived at Fort Resolution 
and reported Colonel C. D. H. Mac- 
Alp'ne and his party safe at Fort 
Reliance on McLeod Bay, where they 
have been land-bound since Tuesday, 
November 12. 

Without means of communication 
with the outside world, Cruickshanks 
undertook the dangerous mission 
from Fort Reliance to ascertain 
landing conditions and to report the 
party's safe arrival at Rel‘ance.

GAS DANGER IN GARAGE « 


We read frequently in press dis- 
patches of someone meeting death 
from carbon monoxide gas from the 
exhaust of his automobile, usually 
in a closed garage. 

Warnings concerning this danger 
have been issued. Especially in the 
tolder sections .of the country\ are 
these accidents likely to happen, 
wihere drivers sometimes let the en- 
gine run for a time to warm up, be- 
fore driving out of the garage. 

The smallest engine will give off 
enough carbon monoxide gas in two or 
three minutes to make the air of 
an ordinary garage dangerous, while 
larger engines will naturally con- 
taminate the air in less time. 

This gas is almost odorless and by 
a peculiar effect on the red  cor- 
puscles of the blood it causes death 
by paralysis of the respiratory or- 
gans. While the victim loses con- 
sciousness gradually, he may be 
paralyzed to such an extent that he 
is unable to escape, by the time he 
becomes aware of his danger, 

The only safe plan is to avoid 
running an automobile engine at 
all in any place not well ventilated.
